SECTORS, REGIONS AND SOCIAL GROUPS, AND (2)FORECASTS OF 
RENDS IN LABOR INCOME. ON MANPOWER POLICY, SECRETARIAT 
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STATISTICS ON NUMBER OF PEOPLE COVERED BY PROGRAMS COMPARED 
TO NUMBER UNEMPLOYED, ETC. AND COMMENTS ON DIFFICULTIES, 

SUCCESSES AND POSSIBLE IMPROVEMENTS IN APPLICATION OF 
POLICIES.
